Poisoning the Springs of Life,

Since 1005 a royal commiegsion
has been ot work investigating the
subject of feeble-minded persons
in the British empire. The com=-
missioners have recently reported
by sub-commission the amount of
idiocy they have found in the asy-
Jums and rotreats of the United
States, and the report has been
published as a Elue Book. The
commigsioners announced that in
the United States the word **fgeble-
minded" is used to denote all kinds
of mental defect except acquired
insanity, and that, in 1004, 14,400
focblesminded persons
tained in spectal institntions main-
tained by the states.

According to a statement made
{n the journal of the American
Medical Assnciation October 10,
16100, by Dr, Eugene Cohn, first as-
gistant physican of the lllinois
Southern Hoapital, “the moet au-
thentic records of Europe and this
country ehow that one-fourth of
the fecble~minded have ancestors
who are affected by aleoholism,”
or, in other words, are directly or
indirectly chargeable to the liquor
traftic.

Lot us suppese that one<half of
theen feeble-minded persons (that
is, of the 4,700 credited to alcoholic
gncestry) are males, which would
give us 4,353 in the iustitutions of
the Ualted States in 1904—the num
ber is much larger now—and this
number does not include anything
like the total of foeble-minded
throughout the country.
